The Lords, uot during lo throw out 
tbe Iriflh Ghnrob DisostubliHhmpnl Bill, 
are endeavorioi; to render tbe measure 
inoperative, or, at any rate, a very 
Blight advance on tbe previous poBiiion 
of the qnestion. It is perfectly uae- 
lees to make abortive efforts to bolster 
up a falling iicuso ; tho ebtabiisbmont 
in Ireland is doomod, and the Lords 
aro only preparing for tbemselves ii 
mnch more galling ordoiil than that 
thoy have juBt paSbcd through. There 
is no escnpoj tho bitter draft muat be 
Bwailowod, ttud it will bo well for iho 
Peers if they do it grQcofQlly, suid do 
not attract the attention of the puoplo 
to the lact that they are merely tho 
Jringe on theparmont of Constitutional 
Governmeni, tbe Coventry to which all 
ronblesome members ot tho ILouso ol 
Commons are sent when any govern- 
ment dtBires to shut them up. Such 
an ioBtltation is very :\ ell so long as 
it does not interfere with the biLsineus 
of tho Other House; but if it bicomos 
antBgoniatio, then it must follow the 
Irish Church. Tulle of President 
Grant : Mr. Glodstone is much more a 
PreBident than be is, and far more 
powerful ; he has a well drilled ma. 
jority under his command and can just 
dispose of the British Empire as he 
pleases ; 1 e has more at his oommnnd 
thaa the Aaiodrat of all the Husnias 
It would seoiu that Archbishop Culleu 
begins lo fear that the Lords may mu- 
tilate tho bill, and so prevent the clier- 
ries falling that they ni^e waiting opoii.- 
mouthed to catch. Tho Archbishop 
does not understand tho luoiivo that 
prompts the Bill, or ho would not ho eu 
eager to have it parsed ; it i-^ ibo IuhI 
attempt ai concilliation in Ireland, and 
having given the Irifh every constitu- 
tional freedom that couM bu granted, 
they will be made to understand thai 
they roost behave themselvort like any 
other decent people, Irish grievances 
barn began to disgust the people of 
tbe Sister Isle"; tbey have had Iiieh 
grievances dinned into their ears for 
half a century, and they are now 
thoroughly tired of the name. Tbe 
establisbmonl was all that could possibly 
be called an injustioe, and when that is 
giyen them, as it will be, Feoiani^u 
will be confined to the United Stales. 

Mu. Addeelev, lato U 'der-Sccrota- 
ry for tho Colonies, has published the 
first part of a review of " tho Colonial 
Policy of Lord John Rus'^oirs ndminis- 
tratioo," by Earl Grey, lSo3; and of 
subsequent Col 'nial history. The dr-^t 
Colony ho deals with is Caniuia, wlmHc 
political conflic'.s during Hie hist low 
years he rapidly epitomi^en. In wri- 
ting of Sir Edmund Heiid's Adaimistra'-
